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LAURENTIAN SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING KICKS OFF FUND RAISING DRIVE 

Expansion Plans : $aooxio 5 



A campaign to secure $600,000 
over the next five years, for 
Laurenllan's School of Engineer- 
ing was initiated last week. 

Laurentlan University last Wed- 
nesday officially announced plans 
to establish a degree granting 
School of Engineering which will 
offer the first complete program 
for mining and mineral process 
engineering available in Northern 
Ontario, 

The school presently provides 
the first two years of (he cur- 
riculum leading towords an engin- 
eer^ degree. According to Dr. 
Monithan, President of the Univer- 
sity, the division to expand was 
taken after a careful examination 
of the prospects and a program 
proposal prepared with the advice 
of exNrnn! consultants and app- 
roved by the Engineering Advis- 



ory Committee. 

"We think that the Joint efforts 
of the University and the industry 
can result In one of the most 
progressive schools of mining 
and mineral process engineering 
(exr active metallurgy) in North 
America," said Dr. Monahan. 
"This iseKj>ocl«!ly t roe because 
of Laurenllan's strategic locat- 
ion in the heart o! one of Canada's 
greatest mineral regions/ 1 

The international Nickel Com- 
pany also announced that they 
woutd support the program to the 
tune of $300,000. The remain- 
ing $300,000 will be raised from 
mining and manufacturing comp- 
anies in Ontario and win primar- 
ily cover start-up operating ex- 
penditures. Heading the camp- 
aign will be a special committee 
chaired by Norman H. Walgo, 
executive director of the Ontario 



Mining Association. 
The government does not prov- 
ide money to start new cmtvses. 
But once theprogram tsuiderway; 
students would benefit from 
normal provtndaJ government 

funding. 

Next fall, the second year pro- 
gram will be tmodifledt to accom- 
odate the expansion. In 1377, 
a third year will be added. In 
1978, the 4th year in the program 
will be offered. The first grad- 
uates with a Laurentlan degree in 



Mining and Mineral Processing 
will be In 19?9. The school 
expects an enrolment of between 
120 and 150 students by that.Umo. 
Dr. Desmarais , Chairman of 
the Board of Governors, noted that 
the n$w school wtU provide ed- 
ucational support to the Industry 
by encouraging some of those 
involved In on-the-job training 
to advance to the professional 
level. In addition, he said, the 
school will be Ideally located to 
o!fer updating an1 upgrading cou-

$250,000 MORE THAN EXPECTED

Laurentlan University received 
word last week that they would be 
receiving approximately $250,000 
more thai* the Budget Committee 
had first estimated in its pre- 
liminary budget. 

The total government granttothe 
institution In 191C-77 will be -- 
$ 10,078,000.11115 is an increase 
of $1,050,000 or 17.7% over this 
year. The Budget Committee had 
estimated that Laurentlan would 
receive $10,745,000 from the 
provincial gOY'*rnm<int. 

Of U* nVooxMou, $9,168,000 wj II 
be the basic operating formula 
grant that every university re- 
ceives according to the number 
of full-time student equival- 
ents. The basic income unit (BID) 
is the key mechanism In the dis- 
tribution of these operating gr- 
ants and it has Increased 9.5% 
over last year for undergraduate 
programs to $2,312, The enrol- 
ment as reported on D*ceml*r 1, 
1975, will generate a total of 
4,425 BlU'S. 

Laurentlan also is benefitting 



from three special grants, A 
supplementary grant of $750,000 
ritfrtipifws Laurenllan's new- 
ness relative lo other prov- 
incial institutions. A Northern Gr- 
ant of $982,000 was given to 
Laurentlan as well. Theunlver- 
slty will also take advantage of 
a $690,003 Blllnguallsm grant 
wfalch lakns Into consideration the 
hi Slier operating C03ts of main- 
taining a program In two lang- 
uages. The University also ox- 
pects to receive $318,0° ° hy way 
of an Education Supplement for 
the School of Education, The U- 
nlvcrstty Is also banking on a 
$70,000 off-campus grant. 
Since the revenue figures have 
been received last Monday, the 
Butf<j >\ ConMitttee 1ms boon re- 
vl9Wlaj Us expenditure figures in 
oc>h*c to best allocate the extra 
$230,000 that will be received. 
High in many Budget Committee 
members* minds Is an increase 
to the Library Budget. What 
also has been discussed at 
length by the Committee is a 
pir.'tlal repayment of the Univer- 
sity's $800,000 deficit.

Gavin Anderson, a fteldworker for 
the National Union of Students 
(NUS), is hoping that a referendum 
asking Laurentlan students to Join 
the union will be holt during the 

Students* General Association (SG A) 

genoral elections on March 23rd 

and 24th. 



NUS Is a national students' 
orj^inlzation, which was formed In 
1972, to represent students on a 
national basis when dealing with 
the federal government. The union 
presently represents 170,000post- 
secondary students from 27 inst- 
itutions across Canada. 

In addition to asking for the ret 







erendum, Anderson wouldalsotike 
the SOA to support NUS by both 
endorsing the union and providing 
lnforna-lon to make students aw- 
are of what NUS is and what they 
are being asked to vote for. 

When asked whether ho thought 
Laurontlan should Join NUS, Mike 
.McWade, president of the SGA, 
said "I don't know anything ab- 
out It." Laralne Pllchlk, thcSGA's 
contact person with the national or- 
ganization, Is in favour of Laur- 
enllan's }olnlng. She hopes that 
candidates running for the SGA 
position push for support of NUS. 

Awareness oi the students with 
regards to NUS seamstobovory 
low* In an informal poll of some 
students on Student Street, not one 
knew very much about the union. 



N US has been involved in the stu- 
dent political scone for four years 
no*. It was formed when changes 
in student assistance programs 
across Canada woro being imple- 
mented. The monies for student 
loans '3 full-tlm* students come 
from the federal grant, although 
the provinces do administer the 
program. 

NUS has also worked withtheOn- 
tarlo Federation of Students (OFS) 
andotherprovlncta! organisations. 
However* TAssocIatlon Natlonale 
dos Etudlants dn Quebec recently 
passed a motion to review their 

role with NUS. 

The national students' organiza- 
tion worked quite closely with OFS 
on the demonstration over planned 
changes In the Ontario Studen- 



ts' Awards Plan on January 21st 
In Toronto. NUS also worked 
with the Atlantic Federation of St- 
udents in their recent occupation 
of the Now Brunswick legislature. 

They are planning to protest cut- 
backs In summer employment op- 
portunities for students. They 
recently asked for talks with Ro- 
bert Andras, Minister of Maapo- 
wor and Immigration, over the can- 
cellation of the Opportunity for Yo- 
uth program. 

Otter areas of concern for thou- 

nlon are housing and funding of 
post secondary Institutions. 
NUS Is expecting ten to fifteen 
referenda to be held across Can- 
ada which they are confident will 
add to the number of member In- 
stitutions In the organization.

O.F.S. PROPOSES TO 

CAMBRIAN COLLEGE

Cambrian College Students 
Administrative Cornell was asked 
to join the Ontario Federation 
or Students at thoir general 
meeting last Thursday* 
OFS fleldworker Kick Gregory 
made a presentation to the Council 
describing his organltatlon, and wtul 
it does. Laurentian students are 
already members ofthe federation. 

The SAC Council rcfered the 
matter to a committee which will 
go to the OFS Conference In 
London on Febmary 27th. Gregory 
said aflerwards that the Council 
wasreccptlve. He said that SAC 
President Larry McCormlck termed 
their mood as "very enthusiastic, 

but cautious." 

In the OFS presentation It 
stated that the organisation has 
approximately 150,000 students, in 



21 members Institutions, one of 
which, Fanshawe College in London, 
is a Community College. 
OFS fees are $1.50 per student per 
year, except new members during 
their first year of rnombcr- 
sfilp in which case its 40 cents 
per student." 

"The 1.50 levy Is a direct levy 
upon the students. It Is not 
drawn from the general budget 
of the student council, but added 
onto the student activity fee. In 
this way OFS fees arc not a 
driln on the Council budget, and 
provide greater financial stability 

for the OFS." 

The OFS brief described toe 

activities ofthe student organisa- 
tion to date. It acts as a service 
organisation to member councils. 



assist student Councils In any 
problem that they may have. 
OFS has some research facilities, 
and is in the process of generating 
a data bonk so that information 
aid help Is available on course 
evaluations, course unions, orienta- 
tion, insurance schemes, student 
aid counselling budgeting, foreign 
sludent counselling, landlord-tenant 
relations, pubs, food prices, resid- 
ences, etc. 

OFS also acts as a polit- 
ical organisation. It has researched 
extensively and has mode repres- 
entation to government on such 
areas as housing, transportation, 
student aid, free labour, post- 
secondary financing, and employ- 
ment. 



ANDRAS SUPPORTS HIRING CANADIANS 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Manpower 
and Immigration Minister Rob- 
ert And ras announced in 
late January that discussion will 
shortly bo started with the 
provinces "on the ways and 
m?ans of Insuring that Canad- 
ian postgraduates receive fair 
consideration for university 
teaching positions." 

Andras said his concern Is 
"Jobs for Canadian residents" 
and that immigration policy can 
be used to achieve this object- 
ive. 

He noted In his statement that 
the Influx of university teachers 
from nbroad occurred with the 
rapid expansion ofthe unlvorslles 
a decade ago, when there were 
Insufficient numbers of Canadian 

graduates available lofltl teaching 
vacancies. 

But Ms concern Is now "that 
Canada may now have a surplus of 

postgraduates." And ra s pointed 
out that he could take unilateral 
action to control the admission 
o! foreign academics, but reject- 
ed this approach because "while 
we (the federal government) are 



responsible for the admission 
of persons Into Canada, the prov^ 
inces are resonslUo for educ- 
ation." 

Doi Savage, executive secret- 
ary ofthe Canadian Association of 

University Teachers (CAOT) said 
In an interview he finds Andras' 
statement "rather vague". CAJJT 
he sald.planstomeet with Andras 

later this month "to find out what 
he meant by this statement." 



Savage said CAUT would prefer 
to see universities set up their 
own review committees to consider 

appointments of foreign academ- 
ics rather than government In- 
volvement. 

He said the CAUT policy Is 
that a foreign student academic 
should have "substantially 
better" qualifications to re- 
ceive an appointment than Can- 
adian applicants for the same 
position.

The agroement, signed hy

mention of earlle r government 
offers.

Friday's agenda was equally busy, starting with an early morning 
briefing by an official of the Canadian mission on Canadian 
policy with respect to Human Rights and Southern Africa. Immed- 
iately after this, the students met with the Tanzaniaa delegate 
to the UN to discuss Namibia and Southern) Africa. After a blessed 



two hour break, the students Joined with three members of 
the Egyptian delegation to the UN to discuss Egypt's foreign 
policies and their attempts at making peace In the Middle East 
with Israel. The session wont on so late that the students 
were allowed the uncommon privilege of leaving through the 
delegates' restricted exit. Clearly, the trip was an Inform- 
ative and educational one.

JOB OUTLOOK-BLEAK 
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ANDRAS TAKES HARD LINE ON SUMMER JOBS 



GTTA'VA (CUP) — Federal Man- 
power Minister Robert Andras 
announced Feb. 5 the federal gov- 
ernment will create about 12,000 
summer Jobs this year at a 
total cost of $24 mlUIon, a 
massive cutback from last year. 

Tn announcing this program, he 
said that "In spite of dlfflclt 
economic times both the govern- 
ment and private sector must do 
whit they can to provide stu- 
dents wJth work, noting that, 
"without summer employment, 
many students will not be able to 
return to their studies In the 

What he failed to nole Is that 
this years program will likely 

cr*ute morj studo.it unemployment 
than in any year In recent history. 
Last year the federal government 
spent $S0 million providing 
50,000 Jobs for students about 
three times the amount planned 
for this year. 

This planned decrease in 
3B,000 jobs will result in at 
least a 10 percent increase in 
the total number of unemployed 
students this summer compar- 
ed to last year, according to 



NUS executive secretary Dan 

O'Connor. 

O'Connor pointed out that Vie 
bulk of the Job reduction somas 
from the cancellation of the 0"Y 
program, which last year em- 
ployed 30,000 students. NUS 
wrote to Andras last month to 
discuss this cutback bit the 
Minister has not yet replied. 

O'Connor said Andras non- 
rrsponse "Is a r.ood example 
of the degree of federal concern 



over the Impact of their actions 

on sludents." 

The Impact oftlie federal cuts, 
combined with probably reduction 
In summer Jobs by provincial gov- 
ernments, "Isn't hard to predict" 
O'Connor said. 

He repeated Andras* statement: 
"Without summer employment, 
many students will not be able to 
return to their studies in the 
fait."

TIup outlook for Jobs Oils sum- 
mer does not appear encouraging 
according to the laurentlan Man- 
power officers. 

"It's still to early to tell, as 
of »et" said Mr. T. Dignard last 
w*«k, hut the situation does not 
look promising." 
The Ontario Government, which 
traditionally has absorbed much of 
the student labour force has cut 
bar*; Irastlcally In Its' summer 
programs. Falconhrldge Nkkel 
Mines has been laying off full- 
time workers In recent months, 
and is expected to close down 
operations for two weeks In the 
summer, rather than hire repla- 
cement students. International 
Nickel company in December an- 
nounced that they would bo hir- 
ing between 250 and 300 students 
from Laurentlan. This Is one of 
the f<»w encouraging signs In the 
summer job market. Inco hired 
about that number last year. 
A second encouraging sign is the 
recent $2*1 million summer prog- 
ram recently announced by the 
Viupower Department of the 
Federal Government. It will 



provide somo w/*rk for students 
across the country in programs 
such as Student Manpower Cen- 
tres, environmental projects, 
Inb: with the HCMP, national 
pmo* 'board, and the penetouttary 
survive. It Is expected that 
12,000 wMI ho created. Manpower 
also experts to find another 
2'.V),000 Jobs In Canadian industry. 
In spit** of these signs the over- 
a!l picture- Is not encouraging. 
"jt will be tougher than last sum- 
mer for students to find emplo- 
yment" stated one manpower 
official. "Ma.iy companies are 
mititi$ back because they're be- 
coming more cost conscious. 
This means cutting out summer 
|obs." "Don't sit back and wait 
for a Job to fall in your lap," 
said another official* "Clearly, 
the trick Is to start looking 
early and not rely on agencies 
such as ours. We encourage 
Students to check with us, hut 
not to call every day asking when 
we will be phoning them about 

their Job."

LONDON (ENS-CUP) — H you 
think food prices are depressing 
consider this: a new book by a 
British physician contends that 
food itself is depressing, or 
at least may bo the cause of 
depression. 

Dr. Richard Mackamess, 
whose basic theory will soon 
be published in his book, "Not 
All In Your Mind" believes that 
a person's modem diet, con- "* 
ststlng of refined and processed 



foods, Is causing any number 
of chronic mental ailments, 
ranging from headache and de- 
pression to menstrual problems 

and Impotence. 

Dr. Mackamess, who came 
upon his theories after attending 
a "food ecology" study in 
Chicago, claims that "many peo- 
ple, although they may appear 
to have adjusted to their foods, 
are actually suffering from & 
masked allergy."

basic alms in view. Those wore: to ramnlanze 
its member* wH; Marx's ideas from a non-sect- 
arian point of view; to become more aware and 
responsive towards our community; to stand for 
and heur the wt&$ «Mch sol f dart ty groups 
pl*>a; and to onconi'ije people to work together 
in collectives. 

The first goal was to accjiaint members 
with Marxism from a non-$ectar*.v position. 
Until a couple of weeks ago the connection between 
Kim Doyle, the chairperson of the group, and 
Maurice Proulx, the Communist representative in 
the last provincial election, was not explicit* It 
seemed as though she was only PivmU's 
beloved.

member fo vli.g "Maoist sympathies" and 

condemned La uMa's spoof on Marxism. Is 
Intolerance and an Inability to laugh at oneself 
a sign of non-sectarianism? 

The second aim wns to become more aware 
aid responsive towards the community* The 
M.S.G. has become responsive toward the comm- 
unity by trying to convert It to communism. It 
dogmatically criticizes all other belief systems hy 
the use of labels rather than logic. This Is 
a poor reflection of university education where 
one ."to'ild be (might to critically evaluate 
ideologies and current moles of thought. 

ThocUttfrptMSiM's so-called responsiveness 
to community alWrs Is nothing more than blind 
emotionalism. Anything that does not fit Into the 
rigid boundaries of "vulgar Marxism" Is rejected 
as blasphemous. The chairperson has -often valk*i 
out of meetings and seminars in a dogmatic huff. 
Does one become more aware of ones surroundings 

by blocking onos ears? 

Tic third goal of the M.S.G. is to stand for 
and hear the causes of solidarity groups. 



Chile, the American Blanks and the Portugese 
revolution have all received their sympathy cards 
from the Marxist Study Group. Meanwhile 
Canadian Indians in Kenora and our surrouoding 
area are still on mercury diets. The only Issue 
of direct relevance for which they stood showed 
a selfish group blas-they wanted free tuitions. 
They claimed that this would al1ow"accesslblllty 
to all". But this was only a smoke screen for 
self-interest. It seems that if an issue is not 
of direct relevance to the M.S.G. then it had

Italians and things Russian always seem 
to get a bad press. Even In these loving tim*s 
of D3tente, such Insignificant matters as hotkey 
games are still appraised in rigid terms of 
good versus bad system". I feel so strongly 
about this that I wrti six bucks betting on the 
Russians in the last series. But money doss 
not explain my uffection for Russians. No! That 
is a capitalist slnl 




I think the Russians have been unfairly 

treated. And, In alt mudnsty, 1 ««" " k « J 

s-iy a pood word for them. Heaven knows, with 
the C.LA. against tlwin, the Russians could use 
six dollars worth of public relations. Can you 
contribute to "Save the Russian Fund' ? 

For my part I think Russians are simply the 
most remnrk^le people to be found an/tfww. • 
I've known Annals, Yankees, F^^ BS * 
Quebecols, St>haj*ttles, Shamrocks, and what 
have you, but i think Russians are exceptional 
Mind you. my knowledge of real Ufe-and-blood 
Russkies wouldn't survive the count of five, but- 
my bias revealed-you can now trust me. 

In my estimation of Russians I must hasten to 
admit that I do not include Ukrainians. From my 
personal acquaintance with five Ukrainians, I tm/c 
always found them to be moodily introspective. 

This does not happen with the Russian. When 
he is introspective you can be sure it is for good 
and serious reasons. Take Dostoevsky for 
example. In this particular case wecan even refer 
to the authoritative expertise of Sigmund Freud 
According to Freud, who made an analysis of 
Dostoevsky** formative years, ("Dostoevsky and 
PavclcidQt") his pathological tendenciesweredueto 
"filial guilt" about the murder of his father by 
some peasants. Apparently Dostoevsky never 
got over the fact that the peasants got tho rowdy 
old tippler first. 



But, note! The story does not end there. 
D>stoevsky Just didn't sit down and morbidly 
sentimentallte as an Ukrainian might have done. 
On no! He wrote a number of brilliant novels with 
ghastly gothlc titles suchas"HouseofthoD2ad 
"The Idiot" or "Crime and Punishment". By 
this means he was able to explain and Justify 
the later mysteries of Stalinism (a Georgian, God 
forbid) for western intellectuals. Ills novelsalso 
gave Freud the Inspiration for Ms psycho- 
analytic theories, especially his musings on 
Oodipal jealousies. Such is the manner In which 

ideas are t&wr&wil m M 

As you can see, the source of moiern 

psychoanalysis, as welt as the Cold War, is to 
bo found In the pages of Dostoevsky. Even 
the old adage "Scratch a Russian and you will 
find an AslaUc"--ttie basis of American foarof 
Russkies in general—derives from a careful 
Interpretation of Dostoevskv. 

Oops! I didn't mmi to 3«t tost oil Dostoevsky* 
Bj'-k to the Ukrainians. It's easy totell an Ukrainian 
rrain a Russian. Where the Russian Is overly 
hospitable and generous, the Ukrainian possesses 
too much of what Is known as "Slavic soul". 
This Is an indefinable quality of spirit which 
usually involves symptoms of egomanlamarred 
by an ovordose of sentimentality. But if you are 
not used to distinguishing UkralnEans from 
Russians by this principle, there is an easier 
method. Watch how their parlies go. A Russian 
one usually lasts for no more than a week while 
an Ukrainian goes for two-at the very leastl 
Ukrainians aside. Russians are exceptional 
for their wild sense of humour. Take thoir family 
mtnos for Instance* First tl<pvar<MinprnnouncaWo 
ami easily forgotten. Secondly, a Russian usually 
has a hatful o! nlcknnm -s and proper names- 
ftK I a Russian nova, and see what ! meai. 



Or, take well known examples. 
Everybody knows Lenin and Trotsky. But what are 
their real names? Forget It! That's the Russian 

sense of humour. 

Of course, It Is not well known outside 
of Russia that little Ivanc are usually named 
at the tall end of the vodka celebrations..*

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Solar Energy Society Overpowers U of S

An Interesting discussion and 
slide presentation on the building 
of a Solar heated house kicked 
off the nrst public activity of the 
newly-formed Sudbury chapter 
of the Solare Energy Society of 
Canada last Saturday night. 
Doug Lorriman, a Tor on to- based 
architect, described the theory 
and process behind his newly 
built solar heated home that 
he designed and built, 
Mr. Lorrimnn began his presen- 
tation with two very tmporUnt 
premises. First, he said that 
Solar Energy wtll not replace 
the conventional fuels without a 
major change being maiie In our 
lives* Secondly, ho stated that 
Solar Energy Is wily one way 
to reduce the use of convention- 
al fuels of equal importance is 
a more widespread use of fuel- 
conserving means. 
Although his family has just 
recently moved into the home, 
and it Is still too early to tell, 
Lorrlman expects to be able to 
cut his conventional fuel consu- 
mption by 60%. -The house is 
built In a newly developed suburb 



two welMnsulated gallon tanks 
In his basement. Water is pump- 
ed from the cooler of the two 
tanksup to the roof on warm 
days where it is heated by the 
collectors before being pumped 
back to the warm tank. The 
collector (s basically a black 
plate or heat transfer surface 
under which the witer flows In 

tubes. 
L-arrtman's heat distribution 
system is completely automated 
and combined with a conventional 
systems. When one of the tanks 
is hot enough (approx 140 wa- 
ter is pumped directly to the 
radiators. 
The system can be used until 
the temperature of both tanks ro- 
ach 60*F by utilizing the prin- 
ciple of a hear pump ( a refr 
ldgerator In reverse). Heat is 
extracted from the water and 
radiated throughout the house. 
An hterestlns feature of the 
house Is that it has vory few 
windows except for the south 
facing wall, whlch-onthe ground 
floor is all window. The south- 
ern wall oa the second and third

Bofore describing the actual 
construction of his house, Doug 
Lorriman elaborated on some of 
the aspects of a solar heating 

system. 

"There are three companents to 
the system/'ho said," tho coll- 
ectors, the sotorage mechanism 
and the hoat distribution system.' 1 

In his house, Lorrlman used 
a water storage system. He has 



and is covered with the solar 

collectors. 

Another unusual aspect of the 
house Is that It is a concrete 
block structure (as opposed ( 
the usual frame houses) insul- 
ated on the outside. "Tho 
blocks add mass to tho house," 
said Lorrimnn, "which Improves 

Its hoat storage capabilities." 
Insulation placed on the outside 



Sives a better seal. It doesn't 

have to be divided to ma\e way 
for beams , or cut to allow for 
electrical and plumbing outlets, 

Lorriman stated that the house 
cost 5140,000 but points out that 
over a quarter of that cost can 
be chalked up to education. He 
received a $60,000 grant from 
the government to cover the 
experimental portion of the cost. 
Being installed in the house is 
$10,000 worth of recording equip- 
ment from the National Research 
Department, In order to analyse 
the experiment. 

Lorriman alsopolntedoutthatthe 
solar heating equipment market 
is fast being developed in Can- 
aria, and that the prico for some 
or the more expensive compon- 
'. ents of the system already have 
come dovro. He also admitted 
that his system would be obsolete 
wttVn three years Ume; although 
ho Insisted that it was an exper- 
imental house, and not one which 

you would go out and buy* 
There are several other solar 
heated houses being built now, 
Including one north of Toronto 
with 60,000 gallon tanks desi- 
gned to be 100% solar heated. 
It would collect the sun's heat 
during the summor for use during 
the winter. 

A Sudbury Chapter of the Solar 
Energy Society has been formed 
in recent weeks and be present- 
ly being chaired by Professor 
Doug Goldsack of the Chemistry 
Djpartment,

The brief urges the govern- 
ment to change Canada's Im- 
migration regulations to apply 
the same restriction for foreign 
academics as In other occupat- 
ion areas in which a Canadian 
surplus exists.

ARTICLE 1 — Introduction: Name 

and Objective 

1. The students of Lurentlan Un- 
iversity of Sudbury have grouped 
together to form an association 

known as THE STUDENTS* GEN- 
ERAL ASSOCIATION OF LAUR-

called the SGALU.
